1 . CHAPTER 8 (OR GOV/COM. 23/28). 

A. TITLE. FRENCH REP PROPOSED (IN PARA 1 OF 
GOV/COM. 23/30/ADD.2) CHANGE TO TITEL OF CHAPTER 8. 

THE TITLE PHRASE QUOTE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE TREATY 
ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS END QUOTE, 
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WOULD BE REPLACED BY QUOTE IN THE LIGHT OF THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE TREATY ON THE NON PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
END QUOTE. USSR REP STATED HIS GOVERNMENT OULD FIND 
IT DIFFICULT TO ACCEPT THIS FRENCH AMENDMENT SINCE
